Fluo 
linings cost so little that they can 
hardly be found in the masonry bill, 
and yet they pay dividends year af- 
ter year in protection. 


Tight Heals Save Money

from paper to metal. There is rub- 
ber, asphalt, tar, felt, stone, stee', 
tin, copper, zinc, tile, wood, cement, 
asbestos and combinations of these.

sonry. I have been advised to 
chance the framing of the house 
so that the beam which rujis 
through the center to guppori the 
floor joist will be of steel sup- 
ported by steel posts rather than 
a wooden girder supported by 
wooden posts, as the drawing 
calls for.

than the other. We therefore ad-\ 
you to use a steel beam w'th steel 
posts on masonry piers to support it.
